B. As a result of Subject's primary mission, the exfiltration ol C_ 3 

a certain amount of past operational information was made known to him 
in order to assist him in carrying out his mission. This information 
dealt with the CIA operation involving^ J, his contacts, par- 
tisan activities as reported by him, his operational limitations and 
his letters revealing his handwriting and additional information which 
Subject would use in contacting In London, Subject also 

became knowledgeable of our attempt to use Colonel Edmundas to resup- 
ply J with Rubles. 

C. It is difficult to ascertain how much additional sensitive information 
became known to Subject during his- training period and during his tour 
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in London. It must be assumed that he knew the exact location of 
the safehouse in Vienna, Virginia. He also knew the true name of 
the housekeeping couple. Through his association with 
he became aware of the plans for the utilization of^<£ ") 

and of their disposal in the United States. In London, Subject 
gained knowledge of the activities of the British agent Dukaitis 
and his part in British operations into Lithuania. 



Subject is aware of CIA installations in the Munich area where he 
was given parachute training. In Munich, he also knows the connec 
tion of Jonas Kupstas with the U.S.. Government and probably our 
relationship with General Ras tikis. 
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
